Based on preliminary information for the week ending 9th 
March, 1963. Information from the States of Jammu and 
Kashmir and Union Territories of Himachal Pradesh and 
Pondicherry has not been received in thij Directorate. 

Cholera 

All the States and Union Territories except that of Andhra 
Pradesh, Madras, Orissa and West Bengal were free from 
Cholera during the week under report. 

Andhra Pradesh — Mild incidence continued to be reported 
in the districts of Chittoor, East Godavari, Karimnagar, 
Krishna, Medak, Nizamabad and West Godavari. Mild 
incidence was also reported from the district of Warangal. 

Madras.— Mild incidence continued to be reported in the 
district of South Arcot and Madras City. 

Orissa— Mild incidence continued to be reported in the 
district of Cuttack, 

West Bengal .— Mild incidence continued to be reported in 
the district of Midnapur and Calcutta City. 

Small Pox 

The State of Assam and Union Territories of Andaman S? 
Nicobar Island, Manipur and Tripura were free from Smallpox 
during the week under report. 

Andhra Pradesh.— Mild incidence continued to bo reported 
In the districts of Cuddapah, East Godavari, Guntur, Krishna, 
Kurnool, Nellore, Srikakulam, Warangal, West C.odairari and 
Hyderabad. Mild incidence was also reported from the districts 
of Anantapur, Karimnagar and Nalgonda. 

Bihar .— Mild incidence continued to be reported in the 
districts of Patna, Gaya, Monghyr, Muzaffarpur and Ohanbad.

are deficient to a varying degree. Efforts have to be made to im- 
prove their completeness. 

The two sets of rates for 1961 — one based on the annual 
returns find the other weekly returns— are presented to give 
an idea of the extent of variation between the final and the 
weekly figures. The two agree closely in the case of Gujarat, 
Punjab and Orissa only, otherwise for other States the 
difference is quite appreciable. However, the rates for all the 
eight States combined agree fairly well showing that, perhaps 
with emphasis on the improvement of the completeness of State 
figures, they may help in studying current trends.
